QSLs for Russia and Ukraine 


PO Box 462 Manager, Mike, EI2CL would like to remind members concerned, when 
sending bundles of QSL cards to the IRTS, that it is necessary to always separate cards 
destined for Kazakhstan, Russia and Ukraine. 


Despite any difficulty in identifying the country on the basis of the call sign, it is 
strongly recommended that it be done and written on the QSL in all cases. Do not 
leave it to someone else to do it. Since the break-up of the USSR at the end of 1991, 
new QSL bureau for most of the "new" republics have been established and, in the 
circumstances, cards sent to the wrong country cause unnecessary work and 
considerable expense for the societies involved.
